New York, May ‘21.—Members of the 
American Asiatic Association gave their 
tonight at Del- 
monico’s. The guest of honor was Wil- 
Ham W. Rockhill, late commisstoner of 
the United States to China, who respond- 
ed to the toast, ““‘The Open Door to Com- 
meree in China.””’ About two hundred 
were present, nearly all of whom are in- 
terested directly or indirectly in’ Asiatic 
commerce. Senator John lL. McLaurin, 
of South Carolina, and Senator J. C. 
Pritchard, of North Carolina, were among 
the guests. 


Pritchard Praises Roosevelt. 
Senator Pritchard responded to the 
toast, “‘The President of the United 
States.’’ He said in part: 


“It.affords me great pleasure to say 
to vou that although the president of the 
United States hails from north of the 
Mason and Dixon line, it is his desire 
and honest purpose to do that which will 
promote the welfare of every state in 
the union. He has taken up the work cf 
the late President McKinley, which had 
for its object the extension of the trade 
of the south with the Orient. The reten- 
tion of the Philippines—I confidently be- 
lieve that in the end the good judgment 
of the American people will be that we 
should retain the islands permanentJy, 
I want to say the only hope of the south- 
ern people nm respect to finding an ade- 
quate market for raw cotton and cotton 
fabrics is in the Orient, and inasmuch as 
the Philippine islands lie in the pathway 
to the Orient, I cannot understand how 
any southern man who has the good, 
of his country at heart can for one mo- 
ment contemplate the idea of relinquish- 
ing our jurisdiction over those islands.’’ 


McLaurin on New Markets. 


Senator McLaurin said in part: 

‘Most of the members of this associa- 
tion are northern men, educated in en- 
terprises of northern origin and there- 
fore naturally looking at things from the 
northern point of view. But I cannot too 
emphatically assure you that the business 
interests of the north inextricably are 
interwoven with the business interests of 
the south. 

“In matters affecting our national honor, 
progress and prosperity there shogld he 
no north, no south, but with a general 
and invincible union of hearts and hands, 
we should make the United States the 
commercial mistress of the world.

New York, May © 21.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis, the widow of the presi- 
dent of the southern confederacy, pro- 
nounces the autdgraph letter offered for 
sale in the collection of Gereral Adam 
Badeau, in which. a bitter attack is made 
on General Nelson ‘Aj Miles, a forgery 
and not the work of her pen. The iet- 
ter is catalogued as having been written 
by Mrs. Davis while»President Davis was 
a prisoner in the charge of General Miles. 
Mrs. Davis. after having seen catalogue 
extracts of the letter said: 

‘Tl remember the iscident perfectly, but 
I think that letter~-is a forgery. The 
language as given is not mine. ‘Lady 
friend!’ How could a woman of my 
class use such a@n expression, and then 
I um supposed to write ‘please’ to Gen- 
eral Grant. In those gays I said ‘please’ 
to my servants omy, for I knew not what 
a snub was. I don't care if General Ba- 
deau was General Grant’s private secre- 
tary, that letter wag never written or 
dictated by me. 

“That! it! expresses eontempt for! that 
person Miles is but Natural, for he 1s 
the one abomination of my life. I did 
appeal to General Grant at the end of 
the war, but in person, and my request 
was not granted. I also interceded with 
another federal boor,. President Johnson, 
and he treated me with @iroflar discour- 
I wrote to Jghmson a few days be- 
fore his impeachment. He replied by 
proxy that my hisband’s fate rested 
with congress. 

“Ah. how well I remember when Gen- 
eral Miles was in command of the dis- 
mal gray barracks. He delighted in 
bringing school teachers and boarding 
house keepers there to see him in his 
glory, for they were the only women 
then who could abide his underbreeding. 
But one thing transferred his destiny 
from that of cleaner or a private soldier 
into ‘the foremost officer in the republic. 
It was not intelligence or moderation or 
genius. It was his insatiate passionate 
ambition. He cried for glory and honor 
and he struggled for them, and how he 
has conquered his present position is ox- 
plained in the negro phrase ‘he rise by 
elber grease’. (elbow grease). 

‘When I publishad my memoirs in 1890 
I mildly exposed the brutality and ab- 
sence of character of General Miles. He 
replied: ‘Who would believe what the 
woman says of a United States officer?’ 
but a greater man than Miles, a. federal 
officer and a gentlemen, publicly an- 
nounced in Washington that his name 
and his reputation was responsible for 
fhe truth of every word that I (the con- 
federate widow) said of Miles—vulgarian, 
boor and plebe. 

“Through some mysterious agency the 
letter was withdrawn from the sale, and 
it is said that General Miles was the 
purchaser and that he paid $300 for the 
faded record of one part of his career 
that he wished to be forgotten.’’

conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South since the assembling of that 
body in Dallas, on May 7, appears to be 
near its fina] step to settlement. 

The minority report of the publishing 
committee on the war claims has been re- 
jected by the general conference, and to- 
day what is known as the McMurray 
sudstitute was, In an amended form, 
adopted in its stead. 

Changes even in the compromise meas- 
ure are still possible, but the iridications 
are that they will not materially alter the 
spirit. The principal provisions of the 
McMurray substitute as forecasted in to- 
day’s Constitution are censure of any 
agent of the church who may have used 
improper methods when the war claim 
was pending; ratifies the former action 
of the college of bishops in their offer to 
the senate to return the entire sum of tne 
war claim if that body so voted; makes 
this action of the bishops the legal action 
of the general conference and of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. 

This latter provision is embodied in 
what is known as the Jordan amendment, 
which created debate last night and dur- 
ing this morning’s session. Very few of 
the delegates seemed perfectly satisfied 
with the wording.of the Jordan amend- 
ment, and after the amendment and tne 
McMurray paper, as a whole, had been 
adopted today, a-special committee by a 
vote of the general conference was au- 
thorized to be appointed by the bishop 
presiding, whose duty it shall be to re- 
vise and make more perfect and clear the 
provisions of the entire document. It 
was stated in explanation for the neces- 
sity of the creation of tne committee 
that the paper had been drafted hastily, 
contained many grammatical errors, some 
contradictory provisions and might be sus- 
ceptible of misconstruction »b®@cause of 
these defects. Before adjournment to- 
day, Bishop Hendrix, who presides to- 
morrow, informed the press that he ex- 
pected the special committee of five to 
give the matter careful revision and re- 
port early tomorrow morning. Until] the

HUSBAND OF THE WOMAN 
VOUCHES FOR THE STORY 


Four Officers Said To Have Been In- 
volved in the Affair—Bitter 
Words Pass Between Sena- 
tors Patterson and 
Dietrich. 


Washington, May 21.—Corporal O’Brien, 
formerly of the Twenty-sixth volunteer 
infantry, was before the senate commit- 
tee on the Philippines today and pro- 
duced the alleged “dumdum,” or ex- 
plosive bullets. He said they were not 
like the ordinary cartridges, because they 
did not have the letters “U. 8." on them. 
General Crosier, chief of ordnance, was 
called and testified that the cartridges 
produced by Mr. O'Brien were not differ- 
ent from the ordinary regulation car- 
tridges. Asked if they were “dumdum,” 
or explosive bullets, the witness replied 
in the negative. ‘“‘They are perfectly nor- 
mal bullets,’ he said. 

The regulation Krag-Jorgensen bullet, 
he said, often has practically the same 
effect as a “dumdum,” or explosive bul- 
let. He related instances of laceration 
which had come under his own observa- 
tion. He attributed the effect to the 
pushing out of the blood and tissue by 
the bullet. He explained that “dumdum” 
bullets could be made by filing through 
the steel covering of the lead of an or- 
dinary cartridge, thus permitting the lead 
to be exposed. He also said that no ex- 
plosive bullets had been issued since the 
St. Petersburg convention of 1868. 


Outrage on Spanish Woman. 

Replying to questions by Senator Bev- 
eridge respecting the charge that a num- 
ber of American officers had violated the 
person of a Spanish woman at the time 
the town of Ignabaras was burned, 
O'Brien said that in addition to her hus- 
band there were several servants resid- 
ing in the house with this Woman. 
O’Brien saf@ that she lived in a house 


Opposite the convent, where the troops 


were stationed; that he had first heard 
of the woman in the case because of the 
talk of her exceptional beauty, but that 
he could not remember whether the hus- 
band, when he told him of the crime 
that had been committed, had given the 
name of any officers connected with it. 
The man had stated, however, that there 
were four of them engaged in the affair. 

Questions by the senator brought out 
the fact that there were then just four 
officers in the town of Igabaras. “Conse. 
quently,”’ said the senator, “if the state- 
ments made by the woman's husband are 
true these four men are guilty of the 
crime charged."’ The witne&s assented 
to this inference. He related that some 
of the privates had told him of their re. 
lations with the woman. He did not re 
member the names of these men, but 
he gave the names of two privates ag be- 
ing those whom he thought had told him 
the story. Senator Patterson protested 
that to compel the witness to mention 
names under the circumstances was a 
grave injustice to the men whose names 
had thus been dragged in.

Waite for Eastman. 

The president today appointed W. 8. 
Waite postmaster at Eastman. This ac- 
tfon is the culmination of quite a long 
contest. The republican organization first 
indorsed former Revenue Agent Bledsoe, 
who is understood to have taken up his 
residence at Eastman for the purpose 
of getting the office, which was promised 
to him. For some reason this programme 
failed to go through and the organiza- 
tion then indorsed a young man named 
Herman, who, however, did not meet the 
approval of the postmaster general. The 
result was a demand for a new indorse- 
ment, and uj@#n Waite securing. this he 
was given the office. 

Captain Pierce Wants Consulship. 

.Captain W. P. Pierce, the old republican 
leader of Lee county, Georgia, is being 
strongly pressed for the position of con- 
sul at Cienfuegos, Cuba. General Dud- 
ley, of Indiana, Major. Lacey, General 
Burdett, Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior Campbell and several other leading 
Grand Army men saw the president today 
in the interest of Captain Pierce, who 
has had nine years of consular expe- 
rience. He served five years at consul 
at Cienfuegos, having been appointed by 
President Garfield the day before the lat- 
ter was shat by Guiteay. He served for 
four. years as consul at. Trinidad, later 
on. At the beginning of President Mc- 
Kinley's first administration he was a 
candidate for a consular position, but 
failed to get it. He has since then held 
a position in the postoffice department.

Georgia Senator Shows How 
Republicans Have Changed 
Front on Philippines, 


SENATOR SPOONER STIRRED 
BY CHARGE OF WEYLERISM 


Bacon’s Statement in Regard to the 
Horrers of the Reconcentrado 
Camps Are Not Pleasing. 
Wellington Denounces 
Republican Policy.

Washington, May 21.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Bacon was the central figure in a hot 
running debate with republican leaders 
this afternoon, meeting Senators Spooner, 
Lodge, Beveridge, Foraker and otherg to 
the complete diseomfiture of the latter. 
The Georgia senator had expected to com- 
plete hig speech on the Philippines to- 
day, but his criticism of republicans for 
their defense of those guilty of outrage 
and his exposal of republican inconsist- 
encies were so cutting that the repub- 
lican leaders could not refrain from at- 
tempting to disconcert him by questions: 
and by a fire of running debate. 

In beginning his speech, he referred to 
Senator Foraker’s defense of the con- 
centration policy, laying bare the Ohio 
senator’s flimsy plea that the reconcg)- 
tration policy was instituted for the ben- 
efit of the Filipino people. He reverted 
again to the abuses which had occurred 
in the Philippines, arguing that such 
abuses were necessary results of a policy 
to establish colonialism by force. 
Change of Front by Republicans. 

He quoted from the speeches of Sena- 
tors Spooner, Lodgé, Foraker, Prcgtor 
and others to show that when the peace 
treaty was under consideration these re- 
publican senators had declared them- 
selves in favor of the policy now followed 
by the democrats and which they were 
endeavoring to misrepresent to the coun- 
try by erying out that the democratic 
position was one of ‘“‘scuttle.’’ 

Mr. Bacon indicated that if leading re- 
publican senators would declare it to 
be their purpose to give the Filipinos 
a free government, the minority would 
not quarrel about the time when the 
government was to be established. They 
desired simply to know that the Philip- 
pine excrescence was to be cut off. 

Adverting to the policy of concentration 
Mr. Bacon said that Mr. Foraker had in- 
dicated yesterday that the .orders for 
concentration had been issued for a hu- 
manitarian purpose and to protect the 
friendly Filipinos from bandits and guer- 
rilfa bands. The trouble with that idea 
was that a definite date had been fixed 
for the coming into the concentration 
camps of the Filipinos, the order stating 
that if the inhabitants did not enter the 
camps by the specified date, their prop- 
erty would be Hable to confiscation. It 
was evident that the concentration or- 
der had some other purpose than that 
stated by Mr. Foraker. 

“éWeylerism” Stirs Spooner. 

When he referred to the camps as re- 
concentrado camps, Mr. Spooner inquired 
if it was his purpose to fasten upon the 
American army the odium of Weylerism. 
He said the term reconcentrado stood for 
a policy of infamy which was not the 
purpose of General Bell in issuing the 
‘concentration order, and he believed Mr. 
had no 
such purpose. 

Mr. Bacon said he had called attentic§ 
to this matter simply to show the Ameri- 
can people what were the results of the 
Philippine. policy in order that, ¢ ¢ier- 
standing it, they might be induced to 
abandon it. 

Discussing the term ‘“‘scuttle,’”” as ap- 
plied to the Philippine policy, he declared 
that what the minority now asked to be 
done as to the Philippines was precisely 
what leading senators of the majority 
wanted to be done in the beginning. And 
yet the opprobrious term “‘scuttle’’ now 
was applied to the suggestion of the mi- 
nority. He read from a speech by Mr. 
Spooner in support of his assertion, de- 
claring that the Wisconsin senator had 
committed himse!f to the proposition that 
we ought not to retain the Philippines, 
but that we cught to estiblish a govern- 
ment to the Filipinos.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 21.—The three 
anthracite executive committees of the 
United Mine Workers of America at their 
joint meeting today, decided to permit 
the engineers, firemen and pumpmen to 
remain at work, provided the coal com- 
panies grant them an eight-hour day at 
present wages. If these demands are 
not granted by June 2, the men shall 
then suspend work. Although the in- 
structions issued to the local unions do 
not specifically say that the men shall 
cease work on that date if the demand is 
not granted they are so construed by the 
committeemen. This action was taken 
after two sessions had been held, which 
consumed the entire day. 

At present the engineers, firemen and 
pumpmen work ten hours a day. Some of 
the firemen work twelve. 

The action of the committees is not as 
drastic as was looked for. Under the in- 
structions issued the protectors of the 
mines, if granted the concessions, can 
remain at work, no matter how long the 
strike of the mine workers, shall last. 
Some of the radical committeemen want- 
ed them called out and kept out until all 
the mfne workers were satisfied, buy the 
conservative element was in the major- 
ity. 

No other information was given out re- 
garding the proceedings of the meeting. 

The three boards will again meet to- 
morrow morning. It is said that nothing 
was done in regard to the matter of in- 
volving the bituminous miners in the 
present struggle, but the subject may 
come up tomorrow.

From 8 O’Clock Till Midnight the 
Disturbances Continued—Many 
People Believe That the 
Reports Were Subter- 
ranean Noises. — 


St. Augustine, Fla.. May 21.—Almost 
/ continuous shocks, presumably of earth- 
quake, were felt here from 9 o'clock until 
midnight last night. 

The -earthquake was accompanied by 
a succession of short but decisive reports 
like distant cannonading, seemingly from 
far out at sea. The sounds were unlike 
thunder, Raving no reverberating roll, 
and were accompanied by~ decided trem- 
ors, while the sky in the southeast was 
suffused with-a glow. 

The reports came at intervals of per- 
haps three minutes and persons who 
remember the earthquake at Charleston 
Say the noises were very similar to the 
subterranean noises accompanying that 
occurrence, 

The sound traveled from the south to 
southeast. 

The night was perfectly clear, A num- 
ber of citizens gathered on the sea wall 
and timed the intervals between the 
reports. 


BOERS ARE TALKING PEACE. 


Delegates Are Lodged in House Next 
to Kitchener. ? 

Pretoria, May 21.—In accordance with 
an arrangement made April 6 fSe Boer 
delegates, who were chosen at the Ve- 
reeniging conference, arrived here May 
16. They consist of four representatives 
from the Transvaal and Orange River 
governments, General DeWet and Gen- 
eral Delarey, and are accompanied by 
eight secretaries. The party has been 
lodged in a house next door to the one 
occupied by Lord Kitchener.

RAIN OF BLAZING BOWLDERS 
FALLS FROM VOLCANIC CLOUDS 


Scene of Terror Ensues at Fort 
de France--St Pierre 
Ruins Razed, 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 21.--Yesterday’s eruption from Mont 
Pelee was violént in the extreme. Co- 
fossal columns $f volcanic matter was 
ejected from the volcano, which rained 
huge,/ red hot bowlders, many feet in 
diameter, on the ruins of St. Pierre, and 
the country near it, from an enormous 
elevation and with fearful velocity. The 
voleanic clouds advanced until they 
reached Fort de. France. 

The spectacle was appalling and sub- 
lime beyond all description. 

The whole population of Fort de France 
was thrown into a frenzy of panic, dur- 
ing which soldiers, police, men and wom- 
en, al] terrified, frantic, weeping and 
praying, rushed through the § streets, 
while ,overhead the glowing, fiery clouds 
ronéd relentlessly and rained down 
stones, still hot, amid the swirling ashes. 

The steam launch of the United States 
cruiser Cincinnati took some refugees to 
the French cruiser Suchet and nearly a 
hundred persons sought refuge on the 
Cincinnati and on the United States spe- 
cial steamer Potomac. 


Ruins Are Razed. 


At 10 o'clock the Potomac went to !n- 
vestigate matters, and all reports agree 
that Lieutenant Benjamin B. McCor- 
mick, the commander of the steamer, did 
great work. He went in Close to St. 
Pierre and found that city had been 
bombarded with enormous stones from 
the volcano, and that the ruins left stand- 
ing affer the first great disaster had been 
nearly razed. Millions of tons of ashes 
then covered the ruined city. 

Farther south smaller stones had de- 
stroved the houses of the brave villagers 
who had stuck to their homes. 

Lieutenant McCormick took on the Po- 
tomac 180 refugees, the oldest of whom 
was 72 years and the youngest 3 days old. 
The lieutenant fed them and brought the 
party to Fort de France. This work of 
rescue was difficult and dangerous. 

It is reported that the whole popula- 
tion of the island is fleéing toward Fort 
de France. The consternation prevailing 
is indescribable. Mont Pelee is still very 
threatening. 

The French cruiser Suchet went on an- 
other tour around the island, and did not 
take part in the rescue party of the Po- 
tomac. : 


ANOTHER GREAT ERUPTION 
OF THE SOUFRIERE VOLCANO 
Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent, Mon- 

day, May 19.—Another great eruption of 

the Soufriere volcano occurred iast 
night. Throughout Sunday the adjoin- 
ing dfstrtets trembled and some of the 
shocks were felt here. Smoke issued 
from the craters and fissures of the 
mountain, and the atmosphere throughout 
the island of St. Vincent was exceedingly 
hot. While the worShipers were return- 
ing from church at 8:30 p. m. an alarming 
luminous cloud suddenly ascended many 
miles high-in the north of the island and 
drifted sluggishly to the northeast. In- 
cessant lightning fell on the mountain 
and one severe flash s@emed to strike 
about 3 miles from’ Kingstown. The 
thunderous rumblings in the craters last- 
ed for two hours and then diminished 
until they became mere murmurings. 

The rest of the night was clear. Ashes 

fell from 8 o'clock to midnight. The _ 

habitants were frenzied with fear at the 
time of the outbreak, dreading a repeti- 
tion of the catastrophe which caused 
such terrific loss of life on this island. 
People Flee in Terror.

THE RESCUING PARTY 
OVERCOME BY THE GAS 


Miners from Offier Sections Take Up 
the Work—Appeal Made to the 
Outside World for Money 
Which Is Needed. 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 21.—The latest 
estimates as to the loss of life in the 
Fraterville coal mine disaster at Coal 
Creek is 226, including contract minefs, 
day laborers and boy helpers. 

Up to noon todayeld41 bodies have been 
removed from the mine. Not one has 
been recovered alive. Thirteen bodies 
were found in an entry. Five of the dead 
had written letters before life became ex- 
tinct. One of these letters gave the 
time of day it was written ag 2:30 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, thus indicating that 
these and perhaps other entombed men 
lived many hours after the terrible ex- 
plosion, which occurred Monday morn- 
ing at 7:30 o'clock. 

The letters gave a gerieral suggestion 
‘of the suffering that was undergone, in- 
dicating that the men were gradually 


| being strangled to death by the foul, 


gaseous air that was filling the mine, One 
piteously read: 

“My God, for another neath. ” 

The letters, in the main, were directions 
to families as to what disposition should 
be made'of the writers’ bodies and busi- 
ness affairs and instructions as to raising 
the families. One of the victims, an or- 
phan, addressed his letter to ‘“Every- 
body,”” and pleaded that they change 
their way of living. 

President J. W. Howe, :of the United 
Mine Workers of America, for district 19, 
went into the mines today to make an in- 
spection and to assist in the rescue work. 

President John Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers of America, has sent $100 
for the relief fund, Mr. Howe today an- 
nounced that the United Mine Workers 
of America would at once expend $1,000 
for the needy families of its mermBers 
who died in the mine. More will be 
available if needed. 

State Mine Inspector Shifflet will not 
make his inspection until the mine is 
cleared of some of the debris.

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ON LOCAL OPTION 
~ SHMSHALL TALKS 


Speaks at Carrollton fo a Much 


"Interested Audience, 


—_—_—_—e —— apo . 


Discusses Local Option and Pleads for 
the Permanence of the Law. 
, Shows What Georgia Has 
Gained for Temperance 
by Local Option. 


Carrollton, Ga., May  21.—(Special.)— 
Saw W. Small spoke here tonight to an 
enthusiastic audience on the subject, 
“Local Option.’’ He came by special in- 
vitation of a large number oz the fore- 
most citiz2ng of Carrollton and spoke in 
éubstance as follows: 

“I have been from one end of the union 
to the other and from the lakes to the 
Cedar Key of Florida, and in all sections 
ef the country I have given special study 
to the condition of the liquor traffic and 
the means employed to control or pro- 
Gibit it. 

“There are three methods of dealing 
with this important and troublesome 
os aseoe and some one of these methods 
8 actually employed in the several states 
of the union. One method is that of 
license,/ either high or low, under given 
conditions of police control. Another is 
that of local option, whereby the question 
of permitting or prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liqucrs is Jeft to the verdict 
of the voting majority in the locality 
prescribed by the law, whether it be 
town, township, militia district or coun- 
ty. The third is the method of state 
prohibition by the enactment cf a statute, 
or the adoption of a constituticnal amend- 
zoent, prohibiting the sale anywhere in 
the state of intoxicating liqucrs: for bev- 
erage uses. 

“I may remark at this point, that state 
prohibition is generally recognized 
throughout the country as a republican 
method of dealing with this problem. 
Every state in which prohibition now ex- 
ists by constitution or statute is a re- 
Fublican state and the principle is main- 
tained by republican votes. Such are the 
ptates of Maine, Vermort, New Hamp- 
phire and Kanszs; and such were the 
states of Iowa and South and North Da- 
kota and Rhode Island, in which latter 
states prohibitior prevailed until repeal- 
€d within recent years. Every effort 
that has been made in the last genera- 
tion to impose state enforced prohibition 
vpon a democratic commonwealth has 
been defeated. 

“In the cases of Tennessee and Texas 
the proposition to adopt state prohibition 
Was opposed by ihe advice and open 
counsel of nearly all the demccratic sena- 
tors and representatives from the south. 
Even our own great temperance apostle 
of Georgia, the late Senator Colquitt, 
counseled against the adoption of such 
laws, and everywhere magnified and ad- 
vocated to the people of other states the 
policy that had been adopted in Geor- 
gia, that of local option. 

Local Option Is Democratic. 

“Local option js the approved demo- 
cratic method of dealing with this ques- 
tion. It goes to the very root of the evil 
bY establishing the right of the lowest 
pclitical unit in the government, that of 
the county, to pass upon the question of 
whether intoxicating liquors shall be soid 
to the people in daily commerce for bev- 
erage uses. This brings the question home 
to every individual voter and requires that 
he shall legislate directly for himself, 
his family and his children at the home 
precinct where he casts his ballot. It alsu 
takes account of the immediate local con- 
ditions, favorable or unfavorable, for the 
enforcement of the law, and imposes the 
obligation of,this enforcement upon the 
same voters. In other words, it logically 
requires that the man who votes to pr- 
hibit the traffic in his county should also 
vote only for those officials of the coun- 
ty who will respect and enforce the law, 
and this is the true secret of all law- 
abiding government. 

“Local option has thus fourd its great- 
est favor in those communities that were 
most soMdly and loyally democratic. It 
Is the policy of the legislation of every 
state ir the south, so far as the liquor 
traffic is concerned, and the results have 
been so beneficent in the reduction of the 
traffic and of consequent drunkenness 
and crime and poverty, that as yet no 
one of those states has been so unwise as 
to forsake this practical policy to adopt 
the doubtful and dangerous method of 
state enforced prohibition. They know 


from the experierce of other states 
where the. experiment ‘has. been tried 
that it is practically impossible among a 
free and independent people to: thorough- 
ly enforce obn@éxious laws upon unwilling 
communities—communities where the 
dcminant majority feelg that its rigats 
have been subordinated to the consciences 
of other people who have not the duties, 
burdens or interests of other localities to 
consider and discharge. 

“For instance, in the state of Maine the 
prohibition law has never been thorough- 
ly enforced dyring the fifty years that it 
has been maintained upon the statute 
books. Indeed, the persistent violations of 
the law in that state have been the jeer 
and mock of the people of the nation dur- 
ing all that time. And, that you may see 
for ycurselves how futile has been the ef- 
fort of a people in favor of the law to 
maxe it work ia practis I call your atten- 
tion to this report made by the United 
States commissioner of internal revenues 
for the year 1901. 

"7 it he shows that the United States 
government issued last year in the state 
of Maine 1,¥#1 retail-liquor dealers tax re- 
ceipts and 281 retail beer dealers tax re- 
ceipts. But take the liquor tax receipts 
alone, and we find that Maine, with a 
population of 694,466 people, has one retail 
liquor dealer paying taxes to the United 
States government; to every 603 persons in 
the state. While in Georgia, with 2,216,331 
people, only 1,254 such tax receipts were Is- 
sued, giving us the proportion of 1 to 
every 1,767 of the people. The same ratio. 
and some times a worse one, is shown in 
the cases of Kansas, Vermont and New 
Hampshire. Indeed, in the latter state the 
proportion is one retail lquor dealer to 
every 293 of the people! 

Enforced Prohibition Dangerous. 

“From such figures I think it is but fair 
to estimate that if state-enforced prohi- 
bifion were adopted in Georgia the num- 
ber of illicit dealers who hold United 
States permits—in other words, ‘blind ti- 
gers'—would increase to five, if not ten, 
times the total number of legitimate and 
iilegitimate dealers who now hold such 
permits in the state. I do not believe the 
people of Georgia looking these facts in 
the face will be willing to abandon their 
present policy, wheréby the bar rooms 
have been abolished from 117 counties 
out of'137, and substitute for it this unl- 
versal blind tigerism which prevails in the 
prohibition states of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont and Kansas. 

“To do s0+would be to abandon the 
policy which we persuaded the democrats 
to adopt in 1885 as a full and satisfactory 
grant to the temperance people of the 
state. When we were seeking the adop- 
tion of the local option law, churches and 
ministers, the religious people generally, 
and all who favored temperance legisla- 
tion agreed that local option’ was a satis- 
factory method of dealing with the prob- 
lem. Its operations have justified all that 
was claimed for it and desired by the tem- 
perance sentiment of an unquestionable 
majority of the people of the state. To 
abandon it now would be to throw the 
whole question open again to the varia- 
tlons of state politics in every campaign 
of the future. 

“It is as certain as the rising of the 
sun on the morrow that if prohibition by 
State enactment should be adopted it will 
jeopardize the supremacy and existence of 
the democratic party in this state. It 
would cause every enemy of that policy to 
enter actively into a fight for its repeal 
at the first opportunity and the entire 
liquor interest of the nation will be ap- 
pealed to, and will respond, to organize an 
anti-prohibition party in Georgia for the 
overthrow of the law. With willing men 
and unlimited money it would be only a 
question of time wh&n that would be ac- 
complished, as has happened in mee 
States, such as Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts, Pennsylvania, Ohlo, Michigan the 
two Dakotas and Iowa. There would be 
two factions in the state from the hour 
of the adoption of the prohibition statute 
and they would not be known as the dem- 
ocratic party, or the republican party, or 
the populist party, but as the ‘prohi’ and 
‘anti’ parties, and all other interests that 
are of vital importance to the state, 
whether of taxation, education, pensions, 
or what not, would be over-ridden and 
trampled under foot in the great strife 
between these factions, the one to main- 
tain-and the other to destroy the pro- 
hibition law. And with the destruction of 
that law there would enter upon the con- 
trol of the state a majority that would 
not reenact our local option statute as it 
now stands, so that the final result would 
be the opening of every county in Georgia 
now under local option to the sale of 
liquor in state licensed saloons and bar 
rooms. 

“This is the issue now before the people 
of the state, as I see it, and that is the 
gulf of despondency and despair intv 
which, it seems to me, the temperance 
people of the state are seeking to urge 
their fellow-citizens of this sober, grand 
old commonwealth!”

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-ISNOW BELIEVED 


After Serving Six Years as 
Murderer, John Dixon Is 
Pardoned. 


DAUGHTER OF DEAD MAN 
SWORE DIXON KILLED HIM 


It Is Claimed Before Her Death She 
Declared She Was Forced To 
Give This Testimony, 
Though Knowing Noth- 
ing of It. 


Tifton, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)—After 
serving six years as a convicted mur- 
derer, John Dixon, of Taylor county, 
has been pardoned by the governor of 
Georgia, and on the ground of strong 
evidence being produced that he is inno- 
cent of the crime for which he was con- 
victed. 

In April, 1896, John Dixon, then living 
eight miles west of Butler, was tried 
and convicted of murdering his father- 
in-law, J. F- Barfield, residing in the 
came neighborhood, and recommended to 
the mercy of the court, Judge Butts, 
of the Columbus circuit, sentencing him 
to the penitentiary for life. 

It appeared from the accounts then 
published in the papers that Dixon and 
Barfield were both drunk and became 
involved in a difficulty at Dixon’s house. 
Barfield was the aggressor in the fight, 
and was getting the best of his opponent, 
when the wife of Dixon interfered. 
Dixon then left. His wife and twe chil- 
dren leaving prevjously for a neighbor's 
house to keep from being attacked by 
the men, who were drunk and of whom 
they were afraid. That night Barfield 
was found lying dead on his bed with 
twenty-eight knife wounds, any one of 
which would have caused his death. 
At the coroner’s inquest the 13-year-old 


’ daughter of Barfield was put on the stand 


as an eyewitness, and swore that Dixon 
cut her father while he was lying on 
the bed, and without any provocation. 
Upon this evidence Dixon was convicted 
and sentenced for life. In ten days 
after the crime was committed he had 
been tried and was serving his sentence 
at a lumber camp at Richwood. 

During the seven years of incarceration 
Miss Barfield, the main evewitness, 
grew up and married and resided in 
Tavior and Dooly counties. She fre- 
quently said to relatives of Barfield, it 
is alleged, that she swore the Hberty of 
Dixon away; that she was not present at 
the house when the difficulty took place 
and knew nothing about it and was 
forced to swear as she did. Four law- 
-vyers were employed at different times, 
hearing of this, to work for a pardon 
for Dixon, but were thwarted from se- 
curing the proper evidence to make the 
necessary showing. Last October the 
former Miss Barfield died, and then 
several reputable witnesses offered to 
aid in securing a pardon by making 
affidavit of what the dead woman had 
related to them concerning the murder. 

The Efforts of His Brother. 

Jim Dixon, an employee of the Tifton 
cotton ‘mills, and a brother to J. W. 
Dixon, and F. D. Byrd, superintendent 
of the Fitzgerald cotton mills, and a 
brother-in-law of Dixon, have worked 
untiringly for a pardon. In December 
last year they employed Colonel John 
Murrow, one of Tifton’s leading at. 
torneys, to work for a pardon for 
Dixon. After taking the case (Colonel 
Murrow immediately began work in 
earnest to secure the pardon. He visited 
Taylor, Dooly and Muscogee counties, 
obtaining in each county a list of ‘repu- 
table witnesses, among whom were sey- 
eral relatives of Barfield, the dead man, 
who made affidavits that the girl, on 
whose evidence he was convicted, told 
them that she did not see Dixon cut 
her father, and if she had to swear 
over she would not make such state- 
ment. This evidence, together with a 
petition of 500 leading citizens of Tay- 
lor county, bearing also the signatures 
of the coroner's jury, the grand jury, 
the solicitor general and judge of the 
superior court, was furnished Governor 
Candler and the pardoning board. 

The convicted” man’s wife, since her 
husband's imprisonment, has been work- 
ing in the knitting mills at Macon and 
supporting her mother and two children. 
She has stood by her husband all the 
way through and has saved much of 
the money to aid th his defense. Dixon 
has learned to be+an expert lumber 
inspector, and for good behavior secured 
a strong personal letter from Mr. O'Neal 
president of the company he is working 
for, asking the governor to pardiom

him. 
Colonel Murrow received a_ telegram 
from Governor Candler this morning 
stating that Dixon had been pardoned. 
Later today he received the following 
message from Dixon at Richwood: 
“Pardon received. Will see you this 
week. J. W. DIXON.” 
Dixon {is expected in Tifton today to 
visit his brother, Jim Dixon, and 
from here he will go to Macon to see 
his wife and children. It is stated that 
the lumber company has offered him a 
position as lumber inspector and that 
he will continue with them. 


GULLY IS GUILTY OF BIGAMY. 


MARRIED IN ASHBURN UNDER 
NAME OF BRIDGES. 


Had Wife and Seven Children Living 
in Lemay, N. C., at 
the Time. 

Bainbridge, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)— 
R. Cc. Gully, allas C. R. Bridges, was to- 
day convicted in Decatur superior court 
of the offense of bigamy. 

Gully, the real name of the defendant, 
was married near Raleigh, N C., in 188 
to Miss Annie Bridges, by whom he has 
seven children. In November, 1901, at 
Donaldsonville, in this county, he mar- 
ried Miss Bessie Shingler, of Ashhurn, 
Ga. Gully’s first wife and children live 
at Lemay, N. C. 

After living with Miss Shingler one 
month Gully deserted her and fled to 
Mississippi, where he was arrested. He is 
apparently 35 years of age. 

The Shingler family is prominent in 
this section of the state and the indig- 
nation of the people is as strcng against 
Gully as is their sympathy with the

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American Senatorial Wealth. 

Some apparently well informed 
writer contributes. an article to The 
New York Sun in which he undertakes 
to show that the popular idea concern- 
ing the wealth possessed by United 
States senators is wholly exaggerated 
and erroneous and that many of the 
members of the upper branch of con- 
gress, so far from possessing anything 
like the wealth commonly credited to 
them, are in reality quite poor. 

According to the information which 
this writer gives out and which he 
claims to have gathered from authori- 
tative sources there are only twelve 
senators who are rated as millionatres, 
and the wealth credited to each of 
them is as follows: William A. Clark, 
of Montana, $25,000,000; Thomas 
Kearns, of Utah, $10,000,000; John 
Kean, of New Jersey, $4,000,000; 
James McMillan, of Michigan, $5,000,- 
000; Stephen B. Elkins, of West Vir- 
ginia, $4,000,000; John Dryden, of New 
Jersey, $5,000,000; Redfield Proctor, of 
Vermont, $3,000,000; George Peabody 
Wetmore, of Rhode Island, $2,000,000; 


‘Nelson W. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, 


$2,000,000; Marcus A. Hanna, of 
Ohio, $2,000,000; Chauncey M. Depew, 
of New York, $2,000,000, and Eugene 
Hale, of Maine, $1,000,000. 

While the foregoing inventory of 
senatorial assets is undoubtedly at 
variance with ¢he general impression 
which has gone abroad. concerning 
the fortures owned by United States 
senators, it suffices to show in good 
round numbers that the upper branch 
of congress is in no danger of suffer- 
ing from immediate financial embar- 
rassment. We are not prepared to dis- 
pute the correctness of the figures 
which the writer gives, but we have 
been led to believe that Senators 
Jones and Stewart, of Nevada, were 
men of large means, and while they 
may possibly have met with reverses 
within the past few years, we can 
hardly believe that they have been re- 
duced below the grade of millionaires. 
Senators Fairbanks, of Indiana, and 
Platt, of New York, are reputed to be 
men of wealth, but the writer puts 
them down simply as comfortably 
well off. Senators Spooner. of Wis- 
eonsin, Lodge of Massachusetts, Dil- 
lingham of Vermont and Burnham of 
New Hampshire are classed in this 
same category of well-to-do senators, 
but they are commonly looked upon as 
men whose wealth is expressed in 
seven figures. Most of the other sen- 
ators are put down as poor men, who 
are largely dependent upon the sala- 
ries which they receive from the gov- 
ernment, 

Despite the fact that some. of the 
wearers of the toga are as poor as the 
proverbial church mouse, the figures 
given by the writer show that the 
average senatorial possessions will fall 
little short of $2,000,000, and we be- 
lieve that an exact appraisement of 
the wealth of some of the members of 
the body will make the figures even 
higher.

To the Public: Every man who offers 
himself to the people as a leader and an 
exemplar must be willing to bear the 
reasonable discovery and dissection of his 
record. The people have the right to in- 
vestigate his sincerity as revealed by the 
concord dDetween his theories and his prac- 
tices. It is thus alone that men can 
judge correctly whether a candidate is 
honest, capable and worthy. 

Mr. Dupont Guerry must stand such 
scrutiny whether he likes it or not and 
regardless of whether he rants over it 
as abuse, or slander or badgering. He 
has invited it by his candidacy. He must 
submit to the dissection of his record, 
er retire with it to private Hife asa thing 
too sacred for pwhblic inspection. 

Mr. Guerry entered the gubernatorial 
‘thigh moral considerations." 
Everything in the state’s public conduct 
had become corrupt and degraded and he 
felt that he was the proper moral exem- 
plar to take hold of the case, to reform 
the body politic, to rescue the good name 


‘of the state and drive off from the people 


a swarm of Egyptian locusts. He came 
forth to furnish a mattern executive 
whose moral courage, whose public con- 
sistency. and whose superior wisdom 
would. give character and glory to the 
commonwealth, 

Really, many people were disposed to 
think at first that this-good man had ae 
tually found the rotten spots In ovr Den- 
mark and would be a proper Hercules to 
cleanse our Augean etablies! But no soon- 
er had he gotten well into the glare of 
the public lime-light than it began to ap- 
pear that he was another of those com- 
posite idols of brass and clay so disap- 
pointing to human hopes. 

What has his candidacy revealed? 
What are the evidences that speak against 
him? 

The Question of Lobbying. 

First. He stands forth as the enemy 
of legislative lobbying and makes tt a 
prime plank of bis platform. And ‘yet it 
has already been proved absolutely that 
a member of his own law firm, of Guerry 
& Hall, presents the only instance on rec- 
ord in Georgia of a railroad attorney 
pointed out at his work on the floor of 
the house and driven therefrom tin broad 
apen daylight! Who drove him out? It 
was the manager of Mr. Terfrell’s cam- 
palgn who, for the first and only time in 
our post-war legislative history, invoked 
the rules of the house and applied them 


| to the man who was then am! is now a 


member of Mr, Guerry's haw firm! Does 
Mr. Guerry deny the instance? Can he 
defend it? And in the face of it and his 
studious refusal to condemn it, can he 
yet have the hardihood to ask the people 
of Georgia to ‘believe that he is thetr 
chiefest hope for defense against the 
crime of lobbyism? Oh, physictan, heal] 
thyself! 

Second, Mr. Guerry presents the only 
instance on record that I know of, in 
Georgia or elsewnere, of a member of a 
law firm filing a petition in open court, 
asking fees for having passed a private 
measure for a railroad company to con- 
demn and appropriate public property 
through the legislature. He does not 
now deny this. He gets up a definition 
and then makes a defense to fit it. He 
says that he did not employ in the job 
“any corrupting means,"’ appealed only 
to the judgment of the legislators! But 
when in the nistory of the state has any 
lobbyist confessed that he used “‘corrupt- 
ing means?” Is jit not reasonable to be- 
lieve that every one af ‘them, when 
charged with his offense, will swear black 
and blue that he““only, appealed te the 
reason and judgment of the legislators?’ 
To claim anything more would be to 
confess the erlme! 

And so. the fact remains as firmly fixed 
and ineffaceable as Stone mountain that 
Mr. Guerry’s firm is the only one—verily 
the only one—in Georgia that ever had 
one of its partners hustled out of the 
house or senate-for interference of this 
nature and the only one that ever boldly 
asked a court to pay it a fee for fruits 
of such labor! Here, indeed, is cleanness 
and consistency with a double vengeance! 

Prohibition Question. 

Third. Mr. Guerry offers himself as the 
special champion of enforced state pro- 
hibition and has essayed to patch and 
stuff hig record to prove that he has al- 
ways favored that policy. 

But what is the truth? 

Pushing aside all his turning and 
twisting on the subject prior to 1896 it fs 
shown in a letter signed by his own hand 
that he was then, and claimed to have 
always been, a staunch advocate and de- 
fender of local option. He denounced the 
efforts of prohibitionists to engraft the 
principle of state prohibition upon our 
state politics. But now he is the leader 
cf the movement to do that which he 
then said was wrong, impolitic and de- 
structive of true temperance methods! 
Oh, consistency, what a rare gem you 
are, in the Guerry philosophy and prac- 


Fourth. Mr. Guerry advocates before 
the people the necessity and duty of 
domesticating foreign corporations. He 
wents, he says, to force railway com- 
panieg and the like to take out Georgia 
charters so as to prevent them from 
transferring cases, brought by Georgians 


alleged to have been sustained by care- 
lessness of the company, { 


for damages, etc., from the state to the 


| federal courts. That sounds well, but it 


shows that Mr. Guerry is either ignorant 
of the fact or willfully conceals it, that 
the supreme cour: of the United States in 
a Carolina test case, has. decided that 
foreign corporations cannot be thus do- 
snesticated by state laws as much as that 
power is to be desired. But that is the 
false hope that Mr. Guerry is using as a 
bait to catch the votes of the people who 
object to federal interference in suits be- 
tween Georgians and corporations 
cperating in Georgia. Yet, how does Mr. 
Guerry’s practice measure with his cam- 
paign thoory? The firm of Guerry & 
Hall represents the great Western Union 
Telegraph Company, almost as large in 
capital and power as all the railroads in 
Georgia, but the records show that a3 
attorneys for the Western Union and 
cther corporations, Mr. Guerry hag fre- 
guently been a party to the removal of 
cases from the state to the federal courts, 

In this conneciion it is worth while to 
egain call attention to the remarkably 
contradictory conduct of Mr. Guerry, as 
illustrated in the difference between hi 
theory ani his action in the Rochelle- 
Abbeville county site case. A bill was in- 
troduced in the general assembly of 
Georgia in the year 1898 by the represen- 
tative from Wilcox county to remove 
the court house from Abbevitle, in sald 
county, to Rochelle. Mr. Guerry was em- 
Wicyed and paid a fee to help defeat the 
Passage of that bill before the Georgia 
legislature. He appeared severa} times 
before the legislature and made at least 
cne speech before the committee of, ths 
house againgt the passage of the bill. Mr. 
Hall, of the firm of Guerry & Hall, was 
at that time a member of the house from 
Bibb county, and, by a strange coinci- 
dence, Mr. Hall agreed with the conten- 
tion of Mr. Guerry and voted against the 
Passige of the bill. The bil] was de- 
feated. 

In the face of these rawbone facts, 
not devied by Mr. Guerry and unexplaine- 
able by him in harmony with his theory 
in this campaign, how can tho people bee 
lieve him sincere and clear-minded in 
this issue which, like a Frankenstein, he 
has created to become its own first vic- 
tim. 

Fifth. Mr. Guerry knows that he can- 
not alone enact prohibition. He knows 
that the legislature must passa the bill, 
and he claimg that he wants Jegislators 
elected who will do that. Wet he sup- 
ports his law partner, Hon. Joe Hall, as 
a legislate candidate from his own 
home county of Bibb, in the face of Mr. 
Hall’s bold declarations that he {gs an 
anti-prohibitionist and in favor of the 
local option law which is favored by Mr. 
Terrell! Here is where his theory and his 
practice have another head-on collision. 

I mercifully omit extending this review 
to the 12 per cent Interest law that Mr. 
Guerry wanted to impose on the farmers 


roads to charge them as much for short 
hauls of freight as for long hauls. But 
they, also, are fatal instances of his in- 
ability to practice what he preaches. 

Now, “reason has indeed fled to brutish 
beasts’’ if the people of Georgia can be 
longer decetved by the artful dodging of 
this modern exemplar of Mr. Oily Gam- 
mon! He is “the people’s friend” on the 
stump, but will the public not draw the 
conclusion that he is the selfish corpora- 
tion lawyer and the corporation lobbyist 
in his private practice! He is the foe im- 
placable of the liquor traffic and the 
,whisky fing, but the supporter of a can- 
“didate who has been elected to the 
legislature by the votes of the anti-pro- 
hibitionists of his own home county! 

He is the great reformer who stepped 
into the arena to cleanse the cofruption 
the people of Georgia have been electing 
and enthroning in their government for a 
quarter of a century in such governors 
as Gordon, McDaniel, Northen, Atkinscn 
and Candler, and then turns out, on being 
unmasked, to be Intimately identified 
with the only cases cf “‘legislative per- 
suasion”’ that have ever shocked the pub- 
lic view in Georgia! He poses ag the 
candidate of the state prohibitionists and 
his own handwriting rises up to convict 
him of being six years ago thelr most 
virulent denouncer! 

What more should be said? The vel] is 
removed and the eyes of the people now 
see the full face of the false prophet and 
will repudiate him and his double deal- 
ings at the polls on June 65.

Sheriff Makes Ofliclal Report of Pitts- 
~ burg Riot. 


THARKS GOVERNOR CANDLER 


Reference Is Made to the Fact That 
Richardson Was Given a Chance 
To Surrender with the Prom- 
ise of Protection. 


Sheriff John W. Nelms, of Fulton 
county, yesterday transmitted to Gov- 
ernor Candler an official report of the 
Pittsburg riot. In this statement Dr. 
Nelms thanks the governor for his 
prompt action in ordering the state 
troops to the scene of the trouble. He 
also has words of praise for the bravery 
of the policemen who were killed in the 
fight, and he commends the police offi- 
cers, military and citizens who prevented 
further disturbance. | 


The sheriff states that Will Richard- 
. 

son, the negro desperado, was offered 
an opportunity to surrender, and was 
guaranteed protection in the event he 
had surrendered. Dr. Nelms was 4 con- 
spicuous figure during the fight, and 
had no less than three narrow escapes 
from death from bullets fired at him by 
Richardson. 

The report of Sheriff Nelms follows: 

“To His Excellency, A. D. Candler, Gov- 
ernor, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: It is with deep 
regret that I am called upon to chronicle the 
sad news of the loss of 60 many brave and ef- 
ficient officers in last Saturday's riot at Pitts- 
burg, a suburb near this city. 

‘TI thank you for your prompt action in send- 

ing the military to our aid, and through you 
thank the gentlemen composing the Fifth Geor- 
gia regiment, Governor’s Horse Guards, com- 
manded by Major Barker and his able and ef- 
ficient officers and men. 
***Their presence had the effect of quieting 
the excitement incident to the occasion. They 
were firm in their commands and gentlemanly 
in aeportment, and have the respect and con- 
fidence of the people. 

‘IT feel it a great privilege to claim. citizen- 
ship with these noble sons of illustrious sires, 
and still happy in the thought that we have a 
gallant constituency from which we can re- 
erult. 

‘*These outiaws had the olive branch of peace 
offered them through two of my deputies, 
Messrs. A. J. Shropshire and John J. Fain, 
who went in rson to.the house where they 
were dealing death to every one who came in 
range of their rifles, and demanded quiet sur- 
render and offered protection, and they were 
met with dogged eilence. These outlaws kept 
up their efforts to destroy the lives of any 
who should come within reach of their deadly 
guns. 

‘The city police, in cammand of Chief Ball, 
who was cool and collected, did good service, 
through his brave captains, McCurdy and Jen- 
nings, and Sergeants Beavers, Martin and many 
officers of his force who were there in the 
midst of danger. 

The city has great reason to be proud of 
her police department, from chief to wagon 
drivers. 

‘‘Commissioners W, OQ. Jones and George E. 
Johnson were present removing the wounded 
and dead, and received the attention of these 
rioters several times during the day, and ren- 
dered good service. 

‘*The county of Fulton Is to be congratulated 
in having a force of brave and zealous defend- 
ers in the persons of the county police. 

‘They are few in numbers, with miies of ter- 
ristory to patrol and protect, and they are 
active and earnest, willing to protect and guard 
the entire county, which has no other protec- 
tion save their strong arms. This gallant little 
band was encouraged by the presence of the 
Hon. E. B. Rosser, the Warwick of the county 
board of commissioners. 

**Besides those mentioned there were hun- 
dreds of law-abiding citizens at the place of 
conflict ready to aid in the suppression o 
crime and the enforcément of law.

Two houses 
were destroyed by fire, and the ringleader, Wil- 
liam Richardson, was -killed and_ his remains 
were consumed in the burning bullding, where 
it was impossible to remove them on account 
of the great heat. other was killed on 
the premises and another mortally wounded 
who died during the day. 

‘‘Have now in jail three others charged, one 
with murder, and the other two with acces- 
sory to the crime.

In the Last Hour the Whole List Ad- 
yanced Rapidly. 


CLOSED 6 TO 16 POINTS UP 


Wheat and Provisions Closed Lower. 
Corn and Oats Higher—Stocks’® 
Dull, Narrow and Profes- 
sional, a Few Showing 
Decided Advances. 


New York, May 21.—The cotton market open- 
ed firm and 2 to 5 points higher on brisk cov- 
ering and some bull support. Nevertheless, the 
rise was a slim response to strong Liverpool 
cables and excredingly smail receipts at all 
points. After a moment's hesitation the whole 
market developed decided strength and worked 
rapidly higher until July reached 8.98. Wall 
street sold at the start, but later became a4 
large buyer of the summer months. Spot cot- 
ton houses and export interests bid for large 
blocks of May and June contracts, but were 
unable to get more than a few straggling lots. 
he south and Europe, too, bought in the local 
ring. Profit taking later sent prices off 4 to 
5 points, but early in the afternoon the mar- 
ket again exhibited bullish tendencies and ad- 
vanced point by point on a nervous demand 
from thoroughly alarmed shorts. Peace news 
from London reports that southern spot mar- 
gets were stronger on heavy demand from ail 
guarters, with better accounts from dry goods 
and spot cotton goods centers, created a feel- 
mg of confidence in bull circles, but greatly 
Jisturbed the bears, who had counted upon the 
ane weather to check any speculative buying. 
{n the last hour the whole list advanced rapid- 
ly, with July up to 9.03 and August to 873. 
Trading was very active with Vall street bears 
presumably large buyers. A jump of 27 points 
in New rieans to 9.36 for July, followed re- 
ports that exporters and spinners were buying 
contracts as a hedge against needed s@pplies 
of actual cotton. The local market closed 
steady and net 6 to 16 points higher. Total 
sales were estimated at 300,000 bales, with 
the new crops attracting more attention than 
at any previous day this year. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, May 21.--The market for spot 
cotton has undergone sharp changes. After 
yesterday's closing there was considerable ac- 
tivity and several! lists of cotton changed hands, 
This activity continued today. Buying orders 
came in over night and local operators a8 a 
rule were allowed more discretion as to prices. 
Sales 4,000 bales, including |,100 to arrive. 
Quotations advanced |-1!6c on all grades. 

Contracts were moderately active. Not a 
great deal of outside interest was manifested, 
but professional trading was in fair swiug 
throughout, with the advantage, distinctly on 
the long side of the market. Lfverpool led off 
with a good demand for spots at an advance of 
1-32d over yesterday’s prices and worked con- 
tracts up to a net gain of 4-64@6-64d on this 
crop and 2-64@4.64d gn next crop deliveries.

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RAILWAY NOTES. 


Seaboard Wants Franchise. 
Birmingham, Ala., May 21.—The Sea- 
board Air Line railway, through J. M. 
Barr, who Is vice president and general 


Manager, made application to the board 


of aldermen of Birmingham tonight for 
franchises and rights to enter the city 
cf Birmingham and to acquire terminal 
facilities within this city as well as to 
extend its lire to-Ensley and Bessemer. 
It was stated by Mr. Barr to the boar 
of aldermen that interests friendly to the 
Seaboard have acquired the East and 
West Ralilroad of Alabama and that the 
Seaboard would probably make use of 
this road in building between Atlanta 
and Birmingham. It is, therefore, an 
assured fact that the Seaboard Air Line 
will have a line into Birmingham from 
Atlanta in the near future. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 21.—A certifi- 
cate of incorporation was issued by the 
secretary of state today to the Birming- 
ham and Atlunta Air Line railway. 

The incorporators of the company are 
Walker Percy, H. L. Badham, W.S8. Love- 
less; H. H. Maybery, W. H. Ketting, 
Thomas Worthington and W. W. Craw- 
ford, ail prominent citizens of Birming- 
nam. 

The capital stock of the company is 
fixed at $190,000. The western terminal 
of the railroad is to be at Aberdeen, 
Miss. Jt will run in an easterly direction 
through Lamar, Fayette, Walker and 
Jefferson counties to Birmingham, and 
from Birmingham thence in an easterly 
direction to the boundary line between 
Alabama and Georgia, connecting with a 
railroad to Atianta, Ga. 

The incorporation papers state that the 
line is to be built in the interest of the 
Seaboard Air Line.

Finance Committee Heard from City 
Officers Yesterday.

MEETING 


June Apportionment Sheet Is Now in 
Process of Preparation by Com- 
mittee of Council. 


ANOTHER TODAY 


The city finance committee yesterday 
held the first of a series of open sessions 
incidental to the preparation of the June 
apportionment sheet. The health board, 
commissionér of public works and°sev- 
eral members of council] were heard from 
relative to appropriations needed to carry 
out certain work during the remainder of 
the year. Another meeting of the com- 
mittee will be held at 11 o'clock this 
morning at the city hall, and other ses- 
sions will be had from time to time until 
all departments have been heard from. 
The committee will submit the money 
sheet at the first meeting of council in 
June. 

Dr. Jarnagin, chairman of the board of 
health, stated that the sanitary depart- 
ment would need an appropriation suffi- 
ciently large to warrant the employment 
of a milk and dairy inspector, an assist- 
ant plumbing inspector and the purchase 
of probably twenty head of live stock. 

Commissioner of Public Works Collier 
said his department. would need about 
3,000 for streets ordinary; $2,500 for side- 
walk repairs: $2,250 to build the” new 
stables at the stockade; $1,000 for feeding 
prisoners; $750 to-repair Simpson street 
bridge, and $10,500 for the chert and mac- 
adam fund for all seven wards. These 
amounts were In the nature of an extra 
appropriation to the department. 

Councilman W. A. Fincher, of the first 
ward,. called attention to the fact that 
there are no sidewalks on Davis street 
near the school and he was anxious that 
the committee set aside sufficient money 
to have this work done. He thought 
$2,000 would be enough. The committee 
thought very favorably of the plan and 
practically promised that, if it was found 
possible, special appropriation for the 
street would be made, 

Councilman [, F. Styron, of: the fifth 
ward, submitted plans and a proposition 
from property owners looking to the ex- 
tension of both Fowler and McAfee 
streets for several bloeks. He said the 
necessary land to connect the streets 
could be purchased from the owners for 
$700.
